GENERAL  COMMENTS 


Glenn  and  Shane  Hegle  have  proposed  to  establish  a .93  acre  licensed 
wrecking  facility  adjacent  to  Hegles  Sales  and  Service,  which  is  a little 
over  a mile  north  of  Cut  Bank,  Montana,  on  Highway  213. 

Glacier  County  officials  reviewed  the  proposal  and  indicated  that  it  was 
in  accordance  with  local  government  zoning  and  ordinances. 

State  law  requires  junk  vehicles  to  be  shielded  from  public  view,  which  is 
a point  six  feet  above  the  centerline  of  any  public  road.  The  proposed  wrecking 
yard  is  shielded  on  the  south,  east  and  north  by  existing  buildings  and  corrigated 
steel  panels  and  on  the  west  by  an  eight  to  10-foot  high  hedge  of  caragana.
